Births. 

The  number  of  live  births  was  950—479  male  and  471  female. 
Of  these  births  882  were  legitimate — 440  male  and  442  female, 
and  68  were  illegitimate — 39  male  and  29  female. 

The  number  of  still-births  was  30,  made  up  of  15  legitimate 
and  1 illegitimate  male  and  13  legitimate  and  1 illegitimate  female. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  in  all  births,  including 
in  each  case  live  and  still  births,  was  7.1%,  the  highest  percentage 
yet  recorded  in  this  Borough. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  19.3 — live 
births  18.7,  still  births  0.6.  The  birth  rate  in  England  and  Wales 
was  19.63 — live  births  19.1,  still  births  0.53.

The  number  of  infants  who  died  during  the  first  year  of  life 
was  42 — 25  male  and  17  female.  Of  these  deaths  4 female  were 
illegitimate,  the  remainder  were  legitimate.  The  Infantile  Mor 
tality  was  therefore  44.2  per  1,000  live  births;  for  legitimate 
births  43.1  and  for  illegitimate  births  58.8.  The  Infantile  Mor- 
tality in  England  and  Wales  was  43  per  1,000  live  births. 

Of  the  deaths  under  1 year  12  male  and  14  female  occurred 
within  the  first  week,  29  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  month, 
32  in  the  first  3 months,  36  before  the  end  of  six  months,  41 
before  nine  months,  and  42  before  reaching  12  months. 

The  causes  of  these  infantile  deaths  were  Prematurity, 
Debility  or  Marasmus,  16;  Congenital  malformations  7;  Broncho 
Pneumonia  5 ; Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  3 ; Asphyxia  3 ; Injuries  at 
Birth  2;  Convulsions  2;  Infanticide  1 ; Lack  of  Care  1 ; Influenza 
1 ; Purpura  1 . 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  developmental,  ante-natal  and 
natal  faults  accounted  for  two-thirds  of  the  deaths,  while  infec- 
tion accounted  for  21.4%. 
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General  Provisions  of  Health  Services. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Borough  of  Crewe  District  Nursing  Association  employs 
two  State  Registered  Queen’s  Nurses.  During  the  year  they 
attended  195  cases,  making  in  all  5,147  visits. 

Midwives. 

The  number  of  midwives  registered  in  the  borough  is  25,  of 
this  number  9 are  on  the  County  Council  salaried  staff  of  district 
midwives  and  6 are  on  the  staff  of  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home.

During  the  year  163  specimens  of  sputum  were  examined 
under  the  County  Council’s  scheme,  of  which  21  were  positive 
and  142  were  negative. 

Medical  Examinations. 

During  the  year  23  medical  examinations  were  made;  11 
being  new  appointments  to  the  Corporation  Staff  and  12  appli- 
cants for  taxi  drivers’  licences. 

Moral  Welfare. 

The  Council  contributes  to  the  Crewe  and  District  Associa- 
tion for  Prevention  and  Rescue  Work.  This  Association  main- 
tains the  St.  Hilda’s  Home,  71,  West  Street,  Crewe,  and  deals 
with  moral  welfare  in  Crewe  and  the  surrounding  area.  During 
the  year  outside  attention  was  given  to  132  women  and  girls, 
while  60  girls  and  4 babies  passed  through  the  Home. 
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Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Corporation  maintains  five  ambulances,  three  for  non- 
infectious  cases  and  accidents  and  two  for  infectious  cases.  The 
number  of  journeys  during  the  year  was  1,265;  the  distance 
covered  being  26,010  miles. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

This  is  held  each  Wednesday  afternoon  in  the  Clinic  Rooms, 
Ludford  Street.  During  the  year  20  expectant  mothers  attended. 

Maternity  Home. 

During  the  year  280  women  were  admitted,  of  whom  five 
came  from  addresses  outside  the  Borough.  One  mother  was  not 
delivered  before  the  year  ended,  of  the  others  58  (20.7%)  were 
delivered  by  a doctor  and  221  (79.1%)  by  the  midwives  of  the 
Home.  The  number  who  had  engaged  a doctor  was  244  (87.1%), 
the  remaining  36  (12.9%)  being  midwives  cases. 

The  midwives  cases  attend  the  Home  for  ante-natal  super- 
vision and  during  the  year  made  264  visits,  an  average  of  7.3  visits 
each. 


In  16  cases  medical  assistance  was  sought;  in  13  cases  on 
behalf  of  the  mother  and  in  3 for  the  infant. 

The  reasons  for  summoning  medical  aid  for  the  mothers 
were:  lacerations  10,  uterine  inertia  2,  poor  general  condition  1, 
and  in  the  case  of  infants  : poor  general  condition  1,  discharge 
from  eyes  1,  haemorrhage  1. 

Four  emergency  cases  were  admitted,  one  with  ante-partum 
haemorrhage  (placenta  praevia),  one  with  eclampsia,  one  with 
albuminuria,  and  one  with  mitral  stenosis  and  deformed  pelvis. 
This  last  case  died. 
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The  average  duration  of  stay  was  13.7  days. 

Of  the  babies  born  6 were  still-born,  3 of  these  were 
macerated,  two  were  anencephalic  and  one  resulted  from  a difficult 
breech  extraction.  Of  those  born  alive  8 died  before  discharge, 
in  3 the  cause  was  Prematurity,  in  3 Spina  Bifida  and  Hydro- 
cephalus, in  1 maternal  eclampsia  and  in  1 a difficult  breech 
extraction.

The  percentage  of  babies  entirely  breast  fed  at  the  time  of 
the  first  visit  was  48%;  4.3%  were  partly  breast  fed,  and  the 
remaining  47.7%  were  entirely  artificially  fed.  When  artificially 
fed  the  food  used  was  milk  in  30.2%  and  other  foods  in  69.8%. 


The  percentage  of  babies  sleeping  alone  was  98.4%. 
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Welfare  Centres. 

There  are  two  Welfare  Centres,  one  in  Ludford  Street,  the 
other  in  Stalbridge  Road.  Each  is  held  once  weekly. 

At  the  Ludford  Street  Centre  250  infants  attended,  making 
2,176  attendances  and  having  768  consultations  with  the  doctor. 

At  the  Stalbridge  Road  Centre  the  corresponding  Agues  were 
258,  2,640,  and  768. 

Foster  Children. 

The  number  of  foster  children  on  the  register  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  6.  Each  receives  special  supervision  and  has  been 
well  looked  after. 

Orthopaedic  Work. 

The  Orthopaedic  Centre  is  run  in  conjunction  with  the 
Shropshire  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  The  number  of  children 
under  school  age  who  attended  was  63.

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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  of  Crewe  comes  form  two  sources,  both 
of  which  supply  water  from  deep  wells.  One  is  situated  at 
Whitmore  and  the  other  at  Eaton.  The  Eaton  supply  was  taken 
over  by  the  Mid  and  South  East  Cheshire  Water  Board  from 
the  Corporation  and  supplied  during  the  year  291,240,000  gallons. 
The  Whitmore  supply  belongs  to  the  L.M.  & S.  Railway 
Company  and  supplied  288,106,000  gallons  to  the  town.  In  addi- 
tion the  Railway  Company  supplies  water  directly  to  744  houses 
which  are  its  own  property. 

The  supply  from  the  Eaton  well  is  chlorinated  at  its  source 
and  both  supplies  are  regularly  subjected  to  chemical  and 
bacteriological  tests.

Rodent  Control. 

During  the  year  reports  of  rat  infestations  relating  to  58 
premises  were  received  in  addition  to  27  of  mice  infestation.

In  connection  with  surface  infestations,  the  estimated 
number  of  rats  destroyed  was  1,886,  while  the  actual  number  of 
dead  rats  found  in  the  open  was  162.  The  estimated  number 
of  mice  destroyed  was  1,843. 

Also  during  the  year,  a complete  treatment  of  the  sewers 
was  carried  out,  1,337  manholes  being  baited.  It  was  estimated 
that  3,097  rats  were  destroyed  by  this  treatment. 

The  Corporation  employ  a full-time  ratcatcher  and  the 
extermination  methods  employed  are  poisoning,  gassing  and 
trapping.
